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WASHINGTON — Presi- 
dent Barack Obama met Mon- 
day evening with his national 
security team to finalize a plan 
to dispatch some 34,000 addi- 
tional U.S. troops over the next 
year to what he’s called “a war 
of necessity” in Afghanistan, 
U.S. officials told McClatchy 
Newspapers. 

Obama is expected to an- 
nounce his long-awaited de- 
cision Dec. 1, followed by 
meetings on Capitol Hill 
aimed at winning congressio- 
nal support amid opposition 
by some Democrats who are 
worried about the strain on 
the U.S. Treasury and wheth- 
er Afghanistan has become a 
quagmire, the officials said. 

The U.S. officials all spoke 
on condition of anonymity be- 
cause they weren’t authorized 
to discuss the issue publicly 
and because, one official said, 
the White House is incensed 
by leaks on its Afghanistan 
policy that didn’t originate in 
the White House.

Tough turkeys 
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the main dish for members of U.S. Embassy staff in Mongolia 
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Troops voice support for force increase

Troops in Afghanistan on Tues- 
day offered cautious support for a 
planned increase of U.S. person- 
nel there, saying that more forces 
are needed for the war. 

In the south, where fighting 
has been intense recently, U.S. 
servicemembers have been hop- 
ing for reinforcements. Soldiers at 
Camp Nathan Smith in the city of 
Kandahar said they were relieved 
by the news. 

“T think it’s good — we can’t ef- 


fectively do our job without more 
troops,” said Sgt. Nick Spence, 30, 
of Albany, N.Y. 

Spence, a soldier with the 62nd 
Engineer Sapper Company, 4th 
Engineer Battalion — a unit that 
clears roads of explosives — said 
the move will either flush insur- 
gents out or send them fleeing to 
Pakistan. 

First Lt. Spenser Bruning, 24, 
of Seattle, who is in the same unit, 
said his soldiers often clear roads 
only to have insurgents come back 
the next day to plant fresh bombs.

They said the commander of 
the U.S.-led international force 
in Afghanistan, Army Gen. Stan- 
ley McChrystal, could arrive in 
Washington as early as Sunday 
to participate in the rollout of the 
new plan, including testifying be- 
fore Congress toward the end of 
next week. 

Secretary of Defense Robert 
Gates and Adm. Mike Mullen, 
the chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, and U.S. Ambassador 
to Afghanistan Karl Eikenberry 
also are expected to appear be- 
fore congressional committees. 

As it now stands, the plan 
calls for the deployment over a 
nine-month period beginning in 
March of three Army brigades 
from the 101st Airborne Division 
at Fort Campbell, Ky.; the 10th 
Mountain Division at Fort Drum, 
N.Y.; and a Marine brigade from 
Camp Lejeune, N.C., for as many 
as 23,000 additional combat and 
support troops. 

In addition, a 7,000-strong di- 
vision headquarters could be 
sent to take command of U.S.-led 
NATO forces in southern Afghan- 
istan — to which the U.S. has long 
been committed — and 4,000 
U.S. military trainers would be 
dispatched to help accelerate an 
expansion of the Afghan army 
and police. 

Secretary of State Hillary Clin- 
ton is expected to brief America’s 
NATO allies after next week’s an- 
nouncement, and the allies are to 
meet again on Dec. 7 in Belgium 
to discuss whether some other 
nations might contribute addi- 
tional troops. 

The Monday evening meeting 
was the ninth that Obama has 
held on the crisis in Afghanistan, 
where the worsening war entered 
its ninth year last month. This 
year has seen violence reach un- 
precedented levels as the Taliban 
and allied groups have gained 
strength and expanded their 
reach. 

A U.S. military official used 
the term “decisional” to describe 
Monday  evening’s’ meeting 
among Obama, Vice President 
Joe Biden, Gates, Clinton, Nation- 
al Security Adviser Jim Jones, 
Eikenberry and senior U.S. mili- 
tary commanders. 

The administration’s plan con- 


tains “off-ramps,” points starting 
next June at which Obama could 
decide to continue the flow of 
troops, halt the deployments and 
adopt a more limited strategy or 
“begin looking very quickly at 
exiting” the country, depending 
on political and military prog- 
ress, one defense official said. 

“We have to start showing 
progress within six months on 
the political side or military side 
or that’s it,” the U.S. defense of- 
ficial said. 

It’s “not just how we get people 
there, but what’s the strategy for 
getting them out,” White House 
spokesman Robert Gibbs said 
Monday. 

The approach is driven in part 
by concerns that Afghan Presi- 
dent Hamid Karzai won’t keep 
his promises to root out corrup- 
tion and support political re- 
forms, and in part by growing 
domestic opposition to the war, 
the U.S. officials said. 

As McClatchy Newspapers 
reported last month, the Obama 
administration has been quietly 
working with U.S. allies and Af- 
ghan officials on an “Afghanistan 
Compact,” a package of politi- 
cal reforms and anti-corruption 
measures that it hopes will boost 
popular support for Karzai and 
erase the doubts about his legiti- 
macy raised by his fraud-tainted 
re-election. 

The British government is of- 
fering to host a conference early 
next year to win international 
support for the compact. 

Last week, Clinton adopted a 
more conciliatory tone toward 
Karzai, whom she and other ad- 
ministration officials had been 
pressing to clean up the ram- 
pant corruption and cut his ties 
to local warlords, some of whom 
traffic in opium. 

In an interview with Radio 
Free Europe/Radio Liberty, she 
said that Karzai had demonstrat- 
ed “good faith” and added: “Well, 
there are warlords and there are 
warlords.” 

As part of its new plan, the 
administration, which remains 
skeptical of Karzai, will “work 
around him” by working directly 
with provincial and district lead- 
ers, a senior U.S. defense official 
told McClatchy Newspapers.

In a news conference Tuesday, 
Pentagon spokesman Geoff Mor- 
rell deflected questions about

But troops interviewed by Stars 
and Stripes reporters said that 
both support and combat troops 
are needed, not only to maintain 
current operations but also to 
show Afghan citizens that the U.S.

“You can’t just go in with the 
bare minimum,” said Spc. Brett 
Woodyard, a 20-year-old Ohio Na- 
tional Guardsman.

“We've been here since 2001,” 
he added. “We’ve already commit- 
ted ourselves. A lot of sacrifices 
have been made. I think backing 
out now wouldn’t be a good idea.” 

Capt. Michael Bell, an Ohio 
National Guardsman from 2nd 
Squadron, 107th Cavalry Regi- 
ment — part of a unit mentoring 
new Afghan National Army troops 
in northern Baghlan province — 


said locals and Afghan soldiers he 
speaks with have expressed doubt 
about America’s long-term com- 
mitment in the region. 

“T think this will signal to our 
Afghan counterparts that we are 
committed,” he said.

Attorney: Insanity defense an option for Hasan

FORT WORTH, Texas — An 
Army psychiatrist accused of 
killing 13 people during an at- 
tack on his Texas post will likely 
plead not guilty to the charges 
against him and may use an in- 
sanity defense at his military 
trial, his attorney said Monday. 

John Galligan, the civilian 
attorney for Maj. Nidal Malik 
Hasan, said he is considering an 
insanity defense among other 
options, but that it’s too early to 
determine his defense strategy. 

“Based on the evidence thus 
far, his mental status must be 
raised,” Galligan told The Asso- 
ciated Press by phone from his 
office near Fort Hood. “Anybody 


who allegedly engages in conduct 
that is completely contradictory 
to his lifestyle and military ca- 
reer — an insanity defense has 
to be considered.” 

Hasan has been charged with 
13 counts of premeditated mur- 
der in the Nov. 5 shooting at Fort 
Hood, and military officials have 
said they may file more charges. 

More than two dozen others 
were wounded in the shooting 
spree, which happened at a build- 
ing where soldiers finalize their 
wills and are medically screened 
before they are deployed. 

Galligan said military law 
requires his client to plead not 
guilty if prosecutors seek the 
death penalty, but he said that 
decision has not been made. 

Hasan remains in intensive 


care at a San Antonio military 
hospital. At a hearing in his hos- 
pital room Saturday, Hasan was 
ordered to remain in custody 
until trial. 

Galligan said he is frustrated 
because prosecutors are tak- 
ing too long to respond to his 
questions and requests. He said 
he has asked why no witnesses 
were allowed to testify during 
Saturday’s hearing, and why it 
was closed to the news media. 

He said he had planned to 
question Hasan’s commander, 
who in documents indicated 
Hasan would be moved to an un- 
specified hospital but did not say 
when. 

Fort Hood officials did not im- 
mediately return calls seeking 
comment.

Bomb-makers targeted by coalition 
in an increasingly prolific IED war

WARDAK PROVINCE, 
Afghanistan 
n hindsight, the crumbling 
wall was a clue. 
Bomb specialist Thomas 
Rabjohn was busy disarm- 
ing a homemade bomb in 


the Maydan Shahr Valley Second of 
two parts 


when Lt. John Gillette sat 
down on a low wall near- 
by and it crumbled under 
him, revealing a rocket, soldiers 
later recalled. 

The men realized that the two 
devices were related in some 
way and that they were looking 
at something more complex than 
they’d come across before. Gil- 
lette jumped up and backed away. 

Staff Sgt. Rabjohn looked over 
at the rocket but then went back 
to working on the main bomb. He 
thought he had it disarmed. 

Then it exploded. 

Rabjohn became the ninth U.S. 
bomb technician to be killed in 
Afghanistan in 2009. A total of 
six had been killed in all the prior 
years of the war, demonstrating 
the escalation this bomb-plagued 
conflict has seen in the past year. 

The Afghan insurgency, at one 
point dormant if not defeated, 
is now the strongest it has been 
since the start of the war, and the 
Taliban and other insurgents have 
honed a proficiency in improvised 
explosive devices that is keeping 
coalition and Afghan forces off 
balance — with deadly results. 

At Task Force Paladin, inves- 
tigators are fighting back, using 
forensics, intelligence and data 
experts to target the network of 
bomb-makers. They trace the 
bombs back to their supply routes, 
financiers, builders and _plac- 
ers, and then try to ensure that 
the bomb-makers don’t return to 
their deadly occupation. 

It’s a monumental challenge 
that will only yield long-term 
results if troops fighting a coun- 
terinsurgency war can win over 
a reluctant population. The hur- 
dles and frustrations often dwarf 
the incremental progress being 
made, particularly when one of 
their own is killed. 

“Tt’s a traumatic experience on 
many levels,” said Sgt. 1st Class 
William Motyka, 41, a counter- 
IED team leader who witnessed 
Rabjohn’s death from _ several 
hundred yards away. “Knowing 
him puts a different angle on it. 
It’s not easy to get used to the fact 
that someone you were just talk- 
ing to 10 minutes ago is no longer 
there, that somebody could be 
disintegrated.” 

That was only the beginning. 
Motyka’s men gathered evidence 
from the blast and chased down 
22 suspects in the attack after 
following footprints to Kharuti, a 
rock quarrying village in north- 
ern Wardak. 

The evidence could have been 
the foundation for a strong case 
against many of them, Paladin of- 
ficers said. But in the catch-and- 





release world of an undeveloped 
Afghan judicial system, all but 
three of those suspects were back 
on the streets within two weeks 
and Paladin officers had to strug- 
gle to get even those three in front 
of a prosecutor. 

“Tt’s baby steps,” Motyka said. 
“Yeah, they are taken off the 
battlefield for [only] two 
weeks. But now we know 
who they are, where they 
are from. All these piec- 
es of the puzzle are being 
placed. For as little as we know 
about the valley, it’s something. 

“Tt’s slow progress,” he added. 
“Only time will tell if we make 
good progress or not. That’s the 
battle we are fighting here.” 


Target the network 


For years, the focus of explo- 
sive ordnance disposal units was 
to defeat bombs, using technical 
expertise and downright courage 
to tackle the devices. 

That focus has shifted. 

“Now it’s evolved to attack 
the network,” said Paladin East 
deputy commander Maj. Mike 
Slevin. “You want to use what 
[the bomber] leaves on the scene 
through the crime to get him be- 
fore he does it again.” 

In Wardak province, one of 
the hottest spots for IEDs, Pala- 
din analysts say they have made 
some remarkable discoveries. 

Wires, charges and other ex- 
plosive components used in a 
series of bombs indicate that 
much of the material appears to 
be coming from two factories in 
Pakistan, said Paladin East com- 
mander Lt. Col Brennan Phillips. 
One is Biafo Industries Ltd., a 
private company that manufac- 
tures the detonators that Paladin 
members believe they found in 
some insurgent IEDs. 

The other is explosives and det- 
onator manufacturer Wah Nobel. 
The company is a joint venture 
between Saab Sweden, Almise- 
hal Saudi Arabia and Pakistan 
Ordnance Factories, which are 
the Pakistani government’s mu- 
nitions factories. Those factories 
are in a high-security compound 
that Globalsecurity.org says is 
also likely associated with Paki- 
stan’s nuclear weapons program. 

Paladin members believe they 
can trace commercial explosives, 
detonating cords and detonators 
to Wah Nobel. 

For Phillips, who has seen the 
evidence, the supply route from 
manufacture to IED detonation 
runs in a straight line on the open 
roads from Pakistan. 

“T think a significant amount 
of IED materials just roll across 
every day in trucks,” Phillips 
said. “I think the way we combat 
all this is we have to convince the 
Pakistanis to tighten down. It is 
in their best interest. These are 
being used against them, too.” 

Asked about this evidence, an 
unidentified marketing manager 
at Wah Nobel rejected the Pala- 
din findings and said the compa-

Keeping soldiers ‘left of the boom’ 


Troops in Afghanistan describe their fight to prevent roadside bombs from exploding as staying “left of the boom.” 
Task Force Paladin employs a team of experts in ordnance disposal, forensics, intelligence, data analysis and 
detentions to defuse what they can, analyze what has exploded and provide solid evidence to the Afghan justice 
system to get bomb-makers off the battlefield. It’s one of their great frustrations that despite their efforts, tribal 
loyalties and corrupt officials often influence the release of detainees, placing them back in the fight.

ny follows extensive regulations 
imposed by the government of 
Pakistan. 

“We fail to understand as to how 
the so-called investigators have 
positively matched your stated 
items to Wah Nobel products,” an 
e-mail from the company states. 
“Utmost care is exercised to 
safeguard against landing of our 
products in wrong hands. The 
company is subject to very strin- 
gent safety and security regula- 
tions and precautions.” 

A spokeswoman for Saab re- 
ferred questions back to Wah 
Nobel. 

“The information regarding 
finds of Wah Nobel’s products in 
Afghanistan is new for us,” Ul- 
rika Fager said in an e-mail re- 
sponse. “We at Saab are not in the 
position of answering questions 
about the security arrangements 
at Wah Nobel; instead these ques- 
tions should be directed to them. 
We are confident in that the com- 
pany strictly follows all rules and 
regulations issued by Pakistan 
authorities.” 

Biafo Managing Director and 
CEO Khawaja Amanullah Askari 
said no U.S., NATO or Pakistani 
officials have told his company 
of any misuse of its explosives 
products. 

“We have advised our clients 
in writing that if any case of mis- 
use of our products is brought to 
our notice, we shall immediately 





cease dealing with that client and 
duly report it to the authorities,” 
Askari wrote in an e-mail to Stars 
and Stripes. 

Paladin officers say that tight- 
ening the borders and teaching 
the Afghan Border Police to use 
metal detectors and X-ray scan- 
ners would go a long way toward 
blocking the supply of bomb-mak- 
ing materials. But that’s a major 
challenge for a law enforcement 
arm that is barely functional, un- 
derpaid and mostly illiterate. 

“The ABP is not very well re- 
sourced,” Phillips noted. “But 
that’s a big piece of the (counter)- 
IED effort. You’ve got to slow the 
flow of explosives.” 

At Forward Operating Base 
Airborne, where Rabjohn was 
posted when he was killed, EOD 
technician Staff Sgt. Layne May- 
erstein said that coalition forces 
often have an unreliable or un- 
willing partner in Afghan police 
officers. 

He cited a recent operation by 
10th Mountain Division soldiers 
to take over a house and set up a 
checkpoint on a route in the Tangi 
Valley that is particularly prone 
to IED attacks. 

“The entire reason to go into 
that house is to ... stop IED plant- 
ers,” Mayerstein said. “It took 
until the last day to get notifica- 
tion that they had ANP (Afghan 
National Police) support. They 
had to drag the ANP out to that

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house. These people just don’t 
care. If they don’t care about 
their country, why should we?” 


Zeroing in on suspects 


Plucking bomb-makers from 
hostile rural regions in an ancient 
land is also no easy task. 

Paladin’s approach is to target 
midlevel bomb engineers, since 
they have the expertise. Get the 
engineer out of the picture, and 
the link breaks, the reasoning 
goes. 

Much of the work of Paladin 
East focuses on the criminal 
network of warlord Jalaluddin 
Haqqani. 

“There’s the guys from Haqqa- 
ni, the financiers,” said Slevin. 
“There’s the guys who [plant the 
bombs] to put food on the table. 
We like to target the engineers 
because they are the hardest to 
replace.” 

The Paladin team collects and 
analyzes the forensic evidence; 
its members do not usually go 
after the bomb-makers them- 
selves. At Forward Operating 
Base Salerno in Khost province, 
a new, specially trained infantry 
unit was created this year to take 
the evidence gathered by Paladin 
and act as a precision strike force 
to zero in on suspects.

Modeled after similar units in Iraq, the 
68-member Focused Targeting Force 
swoops in to detain a target in a pinpoint 
operation with as little disruption to the 
general population as possible. 

“We are kind of like a finishing 
force,’ said Capt. John Thomason, 
32, the team leader out of Colorado 
Springs, Colo., who is attached to the 
4th Brigade, 25th Infantry Regiment. 
“We find indisputable evidence that 
these guys are placing IEDs. We do a 
lot of investigating before we go after 
them, so by the time he’s arrested, it’s a 
rock-solid case.” 

But the judicial challenges are hair- 
pulling. Often, suspects can bribe or 
threaten their way out of custody, or 
use tribal, familial or historical rela- 
tions to get released. Pressured by cul- 
tural loyalties that go back centuries, 
under-paid and under-protected law 
enforcers and prosecutors fear for the 
safety of their families. 

Paladin operatives feel that they are 
toiling to catch suspects only to send them 
through a revolving-door judicial system 
that leads right back to the streets. 

“If Iraq was like a 4-year-old child, 
when it comes to rules and the judicial 
system, Afghanistan is like a 6-month- 
old,” said Paladin East lab director, 
Maj. Brian Pelley. 

Still, Pelley and others at Paladin 
recognize that the lessons learned from 
Iraq dictate against treating bombing 
suspects as prisoners of war. 

“If we create huge detention centers 
in Afghanistan, it will only be counter- 
productive in the long run,” Pelley said. 
“We are really in the longer fight.” 

Paladin’s fight requires patience, 
methodical attention to detail and a de- 
termination that is sometimes difficult 
to sustain. But Motyka and others say 
that it is in the faces of Afghan chil- 
dren where they see the possibility of 
change down the line. 

After Rabjohn was killed, an Afghan 
schoolteacher was among the villagers 
who approached the counter-IED team 
to ask what he could do. 

“We said, ‘Help educate. Share that 
we are here to do good, to help people, ” 
Motyka recalled. “I feel like if you don’t 
try, you'll never know.”

Specialty unit trades bullets for stealth

KHOST PROVINCE, Afghanistan 

n a recent night in this insurgent- 

riddled eastern border region, a 

team of U.S. soldiers and Afghan 

Border Police crept into the home 
of an enemy sub-commander and arrested 
him while he was still in bed. 

Not a shot was fired. The village remained 
asleep until morning. 

For soldiers of the Focused Targeting 
Force, the mission was a success because 
they got their suspect without disrupting 
and possibly alienating the population. 

“This guy actually woke up with Afghan 
Border Police and one of our soldiers with 
a hand on his mouth going ‘Sh-h-h-h,’” said 
Capt. John Thomason, 32, the team leader 
out of Colorado Springs, Colo. 

The FTF at Forward Operating Base 
Salerno is the prototype for Afghanistan, 
and others are being planned. 

Falling under the 4th Brigade Combat 
Team (Airborne), 25th Infantry Division, 
the Salerno FTF combined the best rifle 
platoon of the ist Battalion (Airborne), 
501st Infantry with a team of Afghan Bor- 
der Police. The joint team was then trained 
by former Special Forces soldiers to act like 
a top-flight SWAT team. 

Support units were added, including ex- 
plosives ordnance disposal technicians, dog 
handlers and the joint terminal attack con- 
trollers who call in air support. 

So far, the targeting force has conducted 
more than 70 operations, seen 25 suspects 
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A Focused Targeting Force soldier takes 
a retinal scan of an Afghan man in Sabari, 
Afghanistan, in July.

through the judicial system to conviction 
and engaged in two firefights, team leaders 
said. 

Instead of detaining suspects after an at- 
tack, the FTF strikes only after studying a 
suspect through intelligence, surveillance 
and evidence from bomb scenes and previ- 
ous missions. 

They work closely with Task Force Pala- 
din, which has laboratories and specialists 





to gather data on bomb-making networks. 

“We treat it like CSI (crime scene inves- 
tigation) evidence pieces,” said Capt. Robb 
Dettmer of Forest Lake, Minn. “That’s why 
we get to keep a lot of guys in jail.” 

Thomason said part of the strategy is 
winning over the locals, who are caught be- 
tween insurgents and a foreign force work- 
ing with a weak government that is unable 
to protect them. 

“A lot of the population know these guys 
(insurgents) are bad, and they know they’re 
intimidators and go around and threaten 
people,” said 2nd Lt. Travis Ward, 32. “When 
they see these guys leave and no shots are 
fired, everybody comes out and it’s like ‘Hey, 
they got this guy and he’s gone now.’” 

FTF members don’t kick in doors or trash 
houses. They are well-versed in key Pashto 
phrases, which they say helps avoid deadly 
misunderstandings. Only female soldiers 
approach women. And only Afghan officers 
handle Qurans. 

At the end of an operation, the team lets 
village leaders know the results. 

“At the scene of capture, we take all the 
evidence, the IED components, the rockets, 
machine guns,” Thomason said. “We lay 
it all out and have him [the suspect] sit in 
front of it. 

“Then we bring in the village elders and 
show them,” he added. “If you are wonder- 
ing why we are taking him off the battle- 
field,’ Thomason said he tells the elders, 
“This is what we found in his house.”

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Emergency rule declared in Philippines 
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Grave unearthed, pushing death toll to 46 in election violence

AMPATUAN, Philippines — The 
Philippine president placed two south- 
ern provinces under emergency rule 
Tuesday as security forces unearthed 
more bodies, pushing the death toll to 
46 in some of the deadliest election 
violence in the nation’s history. 

Police and soldiers found 22 bodies 
in a hillside grave Tuesday, adding to 
the 24 bullet-riddled bodies recovered 
near the scene of Monday’s massacre 
in Maguindanao province, said Chief 
Superintendent Josefino Cataluna of 
the Central Mindanao region. 

This southern region of the Philip- 
pines is wracked by violent political 
rivalries, in addition to a long-run- 
ning Islamic insurgency, but the 
killings have shocked this Southeast 
Asian nation. One adviser to Presi- 
dent Gloria Macapagal Arroyo has 
described the massacre as the worst

in the country’s recent history. 

Dozens of gunmen abducted a 
group of journalists, supporters and 
relatives of a gubernatorial candidate 
as they traveled through Amputuan 
township Monday to file candidacy 
documents in the provincial capital 
for May 2010 elections. 

The gubernatorial candidate, Is- 
mael Mangudadatu, accused a power- 
ful political rival from the Amputuan 
clan of being behind the slayings. 

Mangudadatu’s wife, Genalyn, and 
his two sisters, were among the dead. 

The bodies found in the grave, 
about 6 feet deep, were dumped on 
top of one another. They included a 
pregnant woman. Grieving relatives 
helped identify their loved ones be- 
fore they were given the bodies, cov- 
ered by banana leaves, for burial.

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Study: Internet, texts and social networking keep people socially active

SAN FRANCISCO 
ears that the Internet and other personal 
technologies are making Americans socially 
isolated are unfounded, according to a new 
study. 

The study comes to the opposite conclusion: that 
people who use the Internet, instant messaging, mo- 
bile phones, photo sharing sites and social networks 
benefit from being more likely to have a larger, more 
diverse core of confidants. 

American Internet users are also more likely 
to frequent public places like parks or coffee 
shops instead of withdrawing from soci- 
ety, according to the new study by the 
Pew Research Center and the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania’s Annenberg 
School for Communication 

“It turns out that those who 
use the Internet and mobile 
phones have notable social 
advantages,” said University 
of Pennsylvania sociologist 
Keith Hampton, the study’s 
lead author. “People use the 
technology to stay in touch 
and share information in 
ways that keep them so- 
cially active and connected 
to their communities.” 

The Pew Center, a non- 
profit think tank in Wash- 
ington, D.C., conducts 
numerous studies on cur- 
rent public views about 
political, press and public 
policy issues. 

But the new study is the 
first to look at “the relation- 
ship between the Internet and 
mobile phone and the issue of so- 
cial isolation,” said Pew Internet 
& American Life Project Director 
Lee Rainie.

matters,” compared with just 10 percent who felt that 
isolated in 1985. That study also found the average 
person had about two close confidants, down from 
about three in 1985. 

Those close confidants, whether friends or family, 
are crucial for providing help during troubled times 
and provide a host of psychological 

and societal benefits. 

The Pew-Annenberg study used 
the same data gathered by research- 
ers in 1985 and surveyed about the 
same number of people, 2,512, as the 
2006 study, but added questions focusing 
on Internet and mobile phone use. 
The new study found only 12 percent had 
no close discussion partners, a slight in- 
crease from the 8.1 percent who put 
themselves into that category in 1985. 
And only 5.8 percent were “truly 
socially isolated.” 
The study confirmed that “dis- 
cussion networks,” a person’s 
core group of trusted friends 
and family, had shrunk by 
one-third since 1985. 
Butin an interview, Hamp- 
ton said the study showed 
technology helped people 
broaden their social circle.

Internet and mobile phone users were just 
as likely as nonusers to Know their neighbors, 
but were more likely to join a community group 
such as a neighborhood association or youth group. 
However, users of social networks were 30 percent 
less likely to know their neighbors. 

“The broad finding is that people fear using tech- 
nology because there is a stigma that it might lead to 
social isolation,” Hampton said, and that fear could 
discourage people from finding the benefits of using 
new technology.

In Michigan, overwhelmed caseworkers now fear threats from frustrated citizens

LANSING, Mich. — One frus- 
trated client hurled a piece of 
concrete through the window of 
a welfare agency. Another threw 
her car keys at a welfare worker 
before being escorted away. At 
one point, a woman on public as- 
sistance even took a swing at a 
worker. 

As Michigan struggles with the 
highest jobless rate in the nation, 
state workers who deal with un- 
employment, welfare and other 
aid programs say they have never 
been so overwhelmed — or so 
worried about their safety. Some 
clients have begun taking their 
anger out on the very people who 
are offering help. And casework- 
ers are seeking extra protection. 

“We are seeing it more and 
more as a dangerous situation,” 
said Amy Harrison, a caseworker 
who used to work for the state 
prison system, where she says 
she never felt as insecure as she 
does now. 

More than 15 percent of Michi- 
gan workers do not have a job. 
The dismal economy has also 
caused record demand for food 
stamps and public health care, 
forcing impoverished clients to 
wait hours for help in crowded 
office buildings. To make mat- 
ters worse, a troublesome new 
computer system is also causing 
delays. 

It’s a recipe for conflict — or 
worse.

I hope not,” said Laurie Massie, 
who works for the Department of 
Human Services.

Massie grew fearful when a 
6-foot-4, 250-pound man walked 
into in her office in the Upper 
Peninsula demanding that his 
application for emergency assis- 
tance be processed. She told him 
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she was helping another client 
who had an appointment. 

“He stood there. He stared me 
down,” said Massie, whose job is 
to determine if people are eligible 
for public assistance. 

The man began cursing and 
questioning why he was not being 
helped. He eventually left. Work- 
ers learned later that he had a 
history of armed robberies and 
aggravated assaults. 

At the Department of Human 
Services office in Macomb Coun- 
ty, north of Detroit, lines have 
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snaked outside the door, and 
workers worry what will happen 
when winter arrives. At a Detroit 
office, the line forms at 7 a.m., an 
hour before the building opens. A 
client frustrated by a long wait re- 
cently threw a chunk of concrete 
through a window. 

Terry Salacina, director of De- 
partment of Human Services field 
operations, says Michigan is still 
short 700 full-time field workers, 
and that’s after the state hired 
more child welfare caseworkers 
to comply with a federal court 
order. It’s also using federal stim- 
ulus money to add food-assistance 
specialists. 

Even so, given Michigan’s mul- 
tibillion-dollar budget deficits, it 
will be tough to bring in reinforce- 
ments and to pay for more com- 
puters, phones and office space. 

Earlier this month, seven case- 
workers traveled to the state Cap-

itol to plead with lawmakers for 
help. They asked for better secu- 
rity, more staff and help with the 
problem computer system. 

Republican Rep. David Agema 
went so far as to suggest they con- 
sider carrying handguns, an idea 
that did not sit well with case- 
workers — not to mention the fact 
that having a pistol in an agency 
that oversees child welfare is 
illegal. 

Jan Brown, a Berrien County 
caseworker in southwest Michi- 
gan, Says she was opening the door 
to see a client when a woman ran 
over, grabbed the door and said, 
“You ARE going to see me.” The 
woman finally left and on her way 
out called the front-desk workers 
“every name in the book.” 

“This isn’t happening once. 
This is happening daily,” said 
Brown, who monitors welfare re- 
cipients who have been instructed 
to get training or seek work. Her 
caseload that was once 150 is now 
360 and climbing because people 
cannot find jobs. 

Harrison, who works in Jack- 
son in south-central Michigan, 
had to get an order of protection 
against a client who took at swing 
at her. She said workers are con- 
stantly threatened, and lobby se- 
curity is not enough. 

Salacina says threats to em- 
ployees are nothing new, but now 
there are more of them. “It’s just 
we have more clients,” he said.

Economy held back by buyers

WASHINGTON — The econ- 
omy is growing modestly, with 
consumers too wary about spend- 
ing to invigorate the recovery. 

That was the picture that 
emerged Tuesday from reports 
on the nation’s economy and the 
confidence of consumers, who 
power 70 percent of it. The econo- 
my grew at a 2.8 percent rate last 
quarter — less than originally es- 
timated. Forecasts for the current 
quarter are for similar growth 


before a drop-off next year. 

The main reasons are _ that 
consumers remain reluctant to 
spend, commercial construc- 
tion has slipped and imports are 
dampening U.S. growth. 

The Commerce Department’s 
new reading on gross domestic 
product was weaker than the 3.5 
percent growth rate for the July- 
September period estimated in 
October. The GDP, which mea- 
sures the value of all goods and 
services produced in the United 
States, also was a tad weaker than 
the 2.9 percent growth rate that 
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economists surveyed by Thom- 
son Reuters had expected. 

At the same time, the Confer- 
ence Board’s latest survey of con- 
sumer confidence found that as 
retailers enter the crucial holiday 
season, shoppers remain gloomy. 
Unemployment and tight credit 
have stalled consumer spending. 

The good news is that the econ- 
omy finally started to grow again 
after a record four straight losing 
quarters. The bad news is that the 
rebound, now and in the months 
ahead, probably will be lethargic.

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Let’s repeal ‘don’t ask’ 


I want to commend Stars and Stripes for 
publishing “If gays can serve openly, will 
straights still want to?” (article, Nov. 19), 
regarding “don’t ask, don’t tell.” I thought 
it was balanced and informative. 

Supporters of the DADT policy fear a 
mass heterosexual exodus from the mili- 
tary and poor recruiting if the policy is 
reversed and gays are allowed to serve 
openly. Other fears include decreased unit 
cohesion, decreased military performance 
and decreased moral discipline. 

Many of our NATO allies, including 
Canada, the United Kingdom, Israel and 
Australia, have lifted their bans on allow- 
ing gays to serve openly in the military. 
What has their experience been? Did they 
see a mass heterosexual exodus, a mass 
“coming-out” of gay servicemembers, de- 
creased unit cohesion, decreased military 
performance, decreased readiness, or a 
failure to recruit? 

No, they didn’t. In a survey of more than 
100 military experts, all agreed that the 
decision to lift the ban had absolutely no 
effect on any of these measures. Despite 
people’s fears, these scenarios just didn’t 
happen. 

During opposition to President Harry 
Truman’s desegregation of the military, 
many of these same concerns were raised. 
Opposition came from high places, includ- 
ing Georgia Democratic Sen. Richard Rus- 
sell Jr. But the fears were groundless, as 
experience has shown us. Desegregation 
of the military was the right thing to do — 
no matter that many people were uncom- 
fortable with it, or that it was unpopular. 

Just as it is unconscionable to fire some- 
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one based on race, it’s equally unjust to 
fire someone based on sexual orientation. 
We live in a country where we pledge to 
stand for “liberty and justice for all.” Let’s 
repeal “don’t ask, don’t tell” and make that 
pledge mean what we Say.

NASA complex can work on military jobs 


Orlando (Fla.) Sentinel editorial 


A fter almost three decades, NASA’s 
space shuttle program is nearing 
the finish line. Atlantis, now docked 

at the International Space Station, is sched- 

uled to make its last trip into orbit in May. 

Barring delays or a change of heart from 

Congress and the White House, the other 

two shuttles, Discovery and Endeavor, 

also will be grounded for good by this time 
next year. 

Unfortunately, the economic turmoil for 
Florida’s Space Coast is just getting start- 
ed. Shuttle contractors for NASA already 
have begun cutting jobs there in antici- 
pation of the program’s end. Last month, 
more than 250 positions were eliminated. 

If shuttles are retired as planned, a 
small army of highly skilled, well-paid 
workers on the Space Coast will lose their 
jobs; NASA has put the number at 7,000. 
Thousands more jobs that depend on them 
also will disappear. It could be five years 
or more before the next manned space 
program, Constellation, is ready to launch 
from Kennedy Space Center. 

With such a disaster looming for the re- 
gion’s economy, it’s imperative for federal, 
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state and local officials together to explore 
every reasonable opportunity to keep this 
work force employed and productive. 
Such an opportunity was proposed last 
week by the head of Space Florida, the 
agency charged with developing the indus- 
try in the state, and the president of United 
Space Alliance, the shuttle’s lead private 
contractor. Under their proposal, NASA 
would transfer to another government 
agency — perhaps to Space Florida — its 
Shuttle Logistics Depot, a Cape Canaveral 
complex of machine shops and labs that 
have supported the program. United Space 
Alliance would then use the complex, its 
equipment and — most important — its 
work force of 300 engineers, technicians 
and machinists to produce and refurbish 
equipment for the U.S. military. There’s 
billions of dollars of this kind of work to be 
done because of the long U.S. deployments 
in Iraq and Afghanistan. Space Florida’s 
president, Frank DiBello, says there’s also 
a shortage of skilled manufacturing and 
refurbishing contractors for the military. 
The transformation of the complex 
wouldn’t be easy, as DiBello acknowledg- 
es. It has been fabricating a small number 
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of parts for NASA. As a military supplier, 
it would be making parts by the hundreds 
or thousands. And United Space Alliance 
would have to compete with other military 
contractors. But in demonstration proj- 
ects, the complex already has produced 
equipment for the Air Force and the Army. 
It could compete for commercial jobs, too. 

NASA would have to agree to hand over 
the complex — that’s unlikely before the 
Obama administration comes out with 
its plan for space in the next few months. 
Some federal and state money might be 
needed to help make the transformation. 

There are many details to be worked out. 
But if planners can make the case that the 
project is worthy of public dollars, mem- 
bers of Congress from Florida and state 
legislators should go to bat for it. 

If this seems like a lot of trouble for 
300 jobs, DiBello believes the work force 
at the complex could multiply over time, 
and could create other high-wage jobs. 
The Space Coast will not find one or two 
employers to hire the thousands of work- 
ers left idle by NASA. The region will need 
to rebuild its economy piece by piece. Its 
leaders don’t have any time to waste.

Excessive force probe

a BART statement said.

NEW YORK — A teen- 
ager killed in a confronta-

shot 11 times, the medical examin- 
er’s office said. 

Dashawn Vasconcellos, 18, died 
of gunshot wounds to the torso, 
neck and extremities, medical 
examiner spokeswoman Ellen Bo- 
rakove said. Police fired a total of 
14 times, chief NYPD spokesman 
Paul J. Browne said. 

According to an autopsy, Vascon- 
cellos had three gunshot wounds 
in the middle of his back, five in 
his right side and three on his left 
side, Borakove said. Five police 
bullets were recovered during the 
autopsy, she said. 

Vasconcellos and two others 
were spotted leaving a city park 
in the city’s Queens borough at 
about 11:30 p.m. by four officers 
in an unmarked car. Vasconcellos 
ran and was pursued by three offi- 
cers. He then turned and pointed a 
9mm semiautomatic pistol at them, 
Browne said.

Titans still alive and kicking 


Bironas FG gives Tennessee fourth straight win

HOUSTON — Rob Bironas kept 
the Titans’ unlikely turnaround 
going with another winning kick 
against the Houston Texans. 

Bironas booted a 53-yard field 
goal with 47 seconds left and the 
Titans won their fourth straight 
after starting the season with six 
losses, beating the Texans 20-17 
on Monday night. 

Houston (5-5) had a chance to 
tie it, but Kris Brown’s 49-yard 
attempt with 1 second remaining 
was wide left. It was his second 
miss of the game and the sec- 
ond straight game he’s missed 
a chance to send the Texans to 
overtime. 

Bironas, meanwhile, _ beat 
Houston with a last-minute kick 
at Reliant Stadium for the second 
time in three seasons. In 2007, he 
kicked the game-winner as time 
expired — and set an NFL record 
with eight field goals — in a 38-36 
Titans’ victory. 

“T always feel good down here,” 
Bironas said. “I like Houston. I 
don’t think Houston likes me too 
much.” 

The city’s football fans are 
more passionate about Vince 
Young, the Houston native and 
former Texas star. Some Texans 
fans still complain that the team 
didn’t take Young with the first 
pick in the 2006 draft and instead 
selected defensive end Mario 
Williams. 

Young is now 2-0 in games 
he’s started against the Texans 
in Houston. He ran for the win- 
ning touchdown in overtime as 
a rookie, and he ran for 73 yards 
and threw a touchdown pass in 
Monday’s game. 

“Tt was a lot of love and lot of 


boos,” Young said of the atmo- 
sphere. “It’s definitely fun to play 
at home because I’ve got a lot of 
family members and a lot of fans 
who helped pretty much raise 
me and made me the man I am 
today.” 

The Titans (4-6) haven’t lost 
since Young replaced Kerry Col- 
lins as the starting quarterback. 

“Vince is not new to jumping 
in and winning,” Titans running 
back LenDale White said. “It’s 
very exciting. I am more happy 
to be winning these games, more 
than anything. Vince is doing the 
job for us.” 

The Titans started the go- 
ahead drive at the 6-yard line, but 
Houston safety John Busing was 
called for a 15-yard penalty on a 
horse-collar tackle of Chris John- 
son. A 22-yard run by Johnson 
two plays later put the Titans on 
their 41 just before the two-min- 
ute warning. 

Young had a 12-yard run for a 
first down later in the drive but 
the Titans couldn’t keep it going 
and went to Bironas for the field 
goal, his second of at least 50 
yards Monday. 

The Texans moved the ball 31 
yards in five plays before Brown 
came in for the field-goal at- 
tempt. He pulled one from the 
same distance in the third quar- 
ter and hooked one from 42 yards 
as time expired in a 20-17 loss to 
Indianapolis before Houston’s off 
week. 

“It’s all on me, it’s totally me,” 
Brown said. “The frustrating part 
for me is, we have 44 guys out 
there, busting their tails, and one 
guy out there not doing his job, 
which is me. That’s the reason we 
lose the game. That’s hard. I’ve 
got to figure out what the heck’s 
going on, and I need to figure it 


out pretty quick.” 

Bironas had missed earlier, too, 
on a 49-yarder with about 10 min- 
utes left. 

“TI was just hoping for a second 
chance to come out there and hit 
one more,” Bironas said. 

Johnson finished with 151 
yards rushing and Young threw 
his touchdown pass in the first 
half. Bironas added a 50-yard 
field goal in the third quarter. 

The Titans had Schaub under 
heavy pressure all night and he 
was sacked four times. He fin- 
ished 25-for-39 for 305 yards and 
threw two first-half touchdowns. 

White tied it at 14 with a 1-yard 
TD run with 50 seconds left in the 
first half. 

The Titans have climbed with- 
in two games of second-place 
Jacksonville in the AFC South. 
With six games left, Tennessee is 
starting to believe it can become 
the first team to ever lose its first 
six games and make the playoffs. 

“We were a good team at the 
beginning of the season,” Biro- 
nas said. “The first six games, 
we started off with losses after 
60 minutes, but we are starting to 
put things together now.” 

The Texans, meanwhile, must 
quickly get over this loss with a 
rematch with the Colts looming 
on Sunday. Houston came into the 
season with high hopes, but the 
chances for the franchise’s first 
postseason berth suddenly seem 
in jeopardy. 

“We’ve got to keep battling,” 
coach Gary Kubiak said. “We’ve 
got to let it go and come right back 
Wednesday and get ready to play 
arguably the best team in football 
right now. 

“There’s no time to feel sorry 
for yourself. You’ve got to come 
back and go back to work.”

BEREA, Ohio — There were 
pump fakes and faked handoffs 
in Sunday’s game between the 
Browns and Lions. 

Eric Mangini believes there 
may have been some _ other 
deception. 

On Monday, Cleveland’s em- 
battled coach questioned whether 
Detroit’s defensive players faked 
injuries to slow down the Browns’ 
no-huddle offense, which racked 
up a season-high 439 yards dur- 
ing a 38-37 loss. 

Mangini didn’t flatly accuse 
the Lions of cheating, but noted 
the high number of players who 
were helped from the field — only 
to return. 

“I’m just saying there were a 
lot of them [injuries],” he said. 

Mangini’s suggestion of foul 
play was rebuffed by Lions coach 
Jim Schwartz. 

“He’s way out of bounds on 
that,’ Schwartz said. “That 
couldn’t be further from the 
truth. Both teams were running 
no-huddle, and the officials did 
a very good job of standing over 
the ball, so there was no need to 
do that.” 

It isn’t the first time Mangini, 
who worked with Schwartz when 
the two began their coaching 
careers under Bill Belichick in 
Cleveland, has pointed a criti- 
cal finger at a friend. When he 
coached in New York, Mangini 
accused Belichick and the New 
England Patriots of videotaping

the Jets’ defensive signals during 
the 2007 season opener. 

The episode, now known infa- 
mously as “Spygate,” damaged 
Mangini’s relationship with his 
mentor. 

Mangini first raised the pos- 
sibility that the Lions were pre- 
tending to be hurt during his 
postgame news conference. 

“There were multiple, multiple, 
multiple injuries throughout our 
no-huddle process,” Mangini said 
Sunday. 

Lions linebacker Larry Foote 
was offended by Mangini’s veiled 
charge that Detroit was cheating. 

“We’ve been getting banged up 
all season,” Foote said. “It doesn’t 
matter if teams play the no- 
huddle or not. I don’t know what 
is going on [with the injuries]. 
Maybe we need to drink different 
water. Coach Mangini just needs 
to stop making comments about 
our team.”

Rams QB Bulger out 
3-6 weeks with broken leg 


ST. LOUIS — St. Louis Rams 
quarterback Marc Bulger will 
be sidelined three to six weeks 
because of a fractured left leg 
sustained in Sunday’s loss to the 
Arizona Cardinals. 

The team said it would not place 
Bulger on injured reserve. 

Bulger underwent two MRIs 
on Monday, one on his groin and 


hamstring and a second for what 
the team believed was a swollen 
knee. He also was to be tested 
for concussion-related symptoms 
Tuesday after a physically de- 
manding loss to the Arizona 
Cardinals. 

Coach Steve Spagnuolo said the 
first MRI revealed a strain. Spag- 
nuolo held his news conference 
Monday before Bulger’s second 
MRI, but had not been optimistic 
about the quarterback’s chance of 
playing this week. 

“Marc Bulger’s pretty banged 
up,” the coach said. “Marc’s got a 
few things going on.” 

Backup Kyle Boller will make 
his third start of the year Sunday 
against the Seahawks. 


Jets: WR Clowney has 
Twitter account hacked 


FLORHAM PARK, N.J.— The 
New York Jets say wide receiver 
David Clowney’s Twitter account 
has been hacked, and a series of 
expletive-filled tweets are not 
being written by him. 

The Jets issued a statement 
Monday night alerting fans that a 
“rogue tweeter” was sending out 
vulgar messages under Clowney’s 
account. Clowney, who has more 
than 6,700 followers, was not 
available for comment. 

Clowney, a frequent poster, 
has had previous Twitter-related 
trouble.

Packers lose key defenders; Lions hurt on offense

The playoff chase has gotten much more 
difficult for the Packers after they lost two 
key defensive players to season-ending 
injuries. 

Cornerback Al Harris and _ linebacker 
Aaron Kampman will have knee surgery 
after suffering major injuries Sunday. Both 
were hurt on separate plays in the second 
half of a victory over San Francisco, appar- 
ently damaging their left knees. Coach Mike 
McCarthy would not confirm specific details 
of either injury. 

“They’re both professionals,’ McCarthy 
said. “I think we have a lot of confidence 
they’ll both respond very well. They’re both 
in great shape, both take great care of their 
bodies.” 

The Packers have a short turnaround be- 
fore visiting Detroit on Thanksgiving Day. 

The Lions also have injury concerns, par- 
ticularly quarterback Matthew Stafford. 

Lions coach Jim Schwartz said Monday 
that the top overall pick in the draft was “ex- 
tremely sore” after sustaining a separated 
left shoulder on the next-to-last play of the 
victory over Cleveland, and he won’t play 
against Green Bay unless the pain subsides. 

Stafford said he is “in a good amount of 
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Schwartz was also unsure about receiver 
Calvin Johnson, who hurt his knee on the 
same play that Stafford was injured. 

Neither player practiced on Tuesday. Both 
watched the workouts that were open to the 
media. 

They don’t have much time to get healthy. 

Stafford set an NFL rookie passing record 
with 422 yards against the Browns and be- 
came the youngest player to throw five touch- 
downs in a game. Johnson had a career-best 
161 yards receiving and a 75-yard TD. 

Stafford and Johnson were both injured on 
the chaotic play as time expired. 

“He’s extremely sore today,’ Schwartz 
said of the rookie quarterback. “Most of the 
tests have come back, and there doesn’t ap- 
pear to be any long-term structural damage, 
but there’s a lot of pain. If that continues, he’d 
be unlikely to play on Thursday, but we’re not 
closing the door on anything yet.” 

Schwartz said that Daunte Culpepper 
would start if Stafford couldn’t play. 

“If we were playing on Sunday, there would 
be more of a chance for Matt, but we’ve got 
to move extremely fast this week,” Schwartz 
said. “Today’s like a Thursday for us.”

state of medical knowledge,” 
NFLPA assistant executive di- 
rector George Atallah told the AP 
in an e-mail. “It should not vary 
from team to team. 

“Equally important, the NFL 
should release all aggregate med- 
ical data it collects from players 
every year. ... Our players are not 
test subjects.” 

The union wants the league to 
provide all information from re- 
searchers to the players, as well, 
believing such data could help re- 
tired players and youth players. 

“We will continue to push the 
envelope on player safety,” Atal- 
lah said, ‘and are happy when the 
NFL does as well.” 

What emerged from the AP’s 
interviews was a wide-ranging, 
unprecedented look at the way 
active players think about head 
injuries in a world where “getting 
dinged” and “seeing stars” — and 
the potential long-term effects 
of concussions — are deemed a 
frightening but perhaps inevita- 
ble consequence of their job. 

“Part of the game,” Pittsburgh 
Steelers cornerback Deshea 
Townsend said. 

Indeed it is. In recent weeks, 
high-profile players Brian West- 
brook of the Philadelphia Eagles 
and Clinton Portis of the Red- 
skins — neither of whom was 
surveyed by the AP — have been 
sidelined by concussions. West- 
brook missed two games, then re- 
turned, only to leave in the second 
half with another concussion. 

The NFL says its data shows an 
average of one reported concus- 
sion every other game — about 
120 to 130 concussions per regu- 
lar season. 

Of the 160 players interviewed 
by the AP, half said they’ve had at 
least one concussion playing foot- 
ball; 61 said they missed playing 
time because of the injury. 

“We’re obviously concerned 
by the data and by the informa- 
tion,” Atallah said. “We believe 
that there’s more relevant data 
and information that the league 
has on these issues that we’d 
like for them to share with us in 
confidence.” 

During the AP _ interviews, 
some players quickly replied they 
never had a concussion, then re- 
alized they weren’t sure, such as 
Tampa Bay Buccaneers defensive 
tackle Chris Hovan, a 10-year vet- 
eran, who said: “I probably was 
just too young and too dumb to 
realize it.” 

Not that it’s necessarily 
easy to miss — or mask — the 
symptoms. 

“Everyone can clearly see 
that you have a concussion: You 
are walking around like you are 
drunk,” Seattle Seahawks defen- 
sive back Roy Lewis said. 

Kansas City Chiefs wide re- 
ceiver Bobby Wade told the AP 
he’s never tried to hide a con- 
cussion but is sure it happens 
frequently in the NFL. “You see 
guys with their eyes rolling in 
the back of their heads,” he said. 
“You see guys shaking their head 
trying to get it together. If there 
was a doctor evaluating them, I’m 
sure they would say, ‘Your brain 
has taken trauma.’”’

“dazed” or “woozy” or having 
blurred vision, because, in Miami 
Dolphins guard Justin Smiley’s 
words, “It’s what you’re taught.” 

Some talked about not wanting 
to let down the team. Others men- 
tioned the importance of avoiding 
any sign of weakness in a sport 
where “warrior” and “gladiator” 
are viewed as compliments of the 
highest order. 

And then there is the fear of los- 
ing a roster spot in a league where 
the absence of guaranteed con- 
tracts makes some players will- 
ing to sacrifice their well-being 
somewhere down the road for a 
paycheck in the here-and-now. 

“If you’re a ‘bubble’ guy, you 
might want to be out there,” Ten- 
nessee Titans long snapper Ken 
Amato said, “so they don’t have to 
bring someone else in.” 

Players spoke frankly about 
being afraid of getting the sorts 
of long-term problems seen in 
boxers; about hoping they will 
be able to remember their career 
highlights once they retire; about 
their wives’ constant concern; 
about whether they’ll be able to 
see their “kids grow up and have 
kids,” as Houston Texans offen- 
sive lineman Eric Winston put it. 

Others told of memory loss dur- 
ing and after games, of not being 
able to recall what particular play 
calls meant, or of “talking gibber- 
ish” to teammates on the field. 

“The only thing I remember 
is coming out of the tunnel at the 
beginning of the game. And then 
— abig gap,” St. Louis Rams line- 
backer David Vobora said of a con- 
cussion he got this season. “But I 
played the whole game, until the 
last series, when I started asking 
guys questions, and they looked 
at me like I was crazy.” 

Asked whether they worry 
more about concussions than any 
other injury, 30 of the interviewed 
players said yes. 

“It’s hard,” Baltimore Ravens 
center Matt Birk said, “to rehab 
your brain.” 

Vonnie Holliday, a defensive 
end for the Denver Broncos, lik- 
ened the pounding his head takes 
to “being in a car crash 20, 30 
times a game.” 

“T do often think about the 
damage I’m doing to my brain 
and my nervous system,” Holli- 
day said. “When does it catch up 
with you?” 

Two-thirds of the players the 


AP interviewed said the NFL is 
significantly safer than it used 
to be with regard to the risk of 
concussions, thanks primarily 
to changes in rules and equip- 
ment, particularly helmets and 
mouthpieces. 

But there are caveats. 

“Players are bigger, faster, 
stronger,” Baltimore’s Birk said, 
echoing other athletes. “It’s simple 
physics: Force equals mass times 
acceleration. It is a violent game, 
and there are inherent risks to 
the game itself. ... Collisions are 
becoming more intense.” 

About half of the surveyed 
players said they’ve been paying 
attention to recent news about 
NFL head injuries. 

That includes a congressional 
hearing last month, when Rep. 
Linda Sanchez, D-Calif., said the 
NFL's resistance to accepting a 
link between multiple head in- 
juries in NFL players and brain 
disorders such as dementia and 
Alzheimer’s reminded her of to- 
bacco companies denying a link 
between smoking and disease. At 
that hearing, Rep. John Conyers, 
D-Mich., asked the NFL and its 
players’ union to turn over medi- 
cal records for an independent 
review. 

As attention to concussions has 
increased, so have the efforts by 
the NFL and the players’ union 
to address the issue — including 
working to update the joint let- 
ter and brochure they sent to all 
locker rooms in 2007 to educate 
players about head injuries. 

Goodell told Congress he ex- 
pects to announce “shortly” new 
funding for concussion research 
and that the NFL is trying to 
learn about “new practice tech- 
niques that will reduce the risk of 
head trauma outside of the games 
themselves.” 

Dr. Joseph Maroon, the Steel- 
ers’ team doctor and member 
of an NFL committee on con- 
cussions, called the subject a 
“major priority” for the league. 
In a telephone interview, he cited 
an ongoing study in which hel- 
met manufacturers’ products 
are being tested and noted the 
NFL mandate of 2007 that every 
player undergo neurological test- 
ing in the preseason to establish 
a base line against which results 
can be compared in case of a 
concussion. 

Dr. Thom Mayer, the NFLPA’s 
medical director, said there are 
“sood trends” in data he has seen, 
showing that “it appears that con- 
cussions are slightly down from 
where they have been” and that 
“it appears players are being held 
out, when they have a concussion, 
longer — maybe twice as long.” 
He did not give specific numbers. 

In the AP interviews, players 
with more than a half-dozen sea- 
sons in the NFL said the league, 
its teams and the union do take 
the issue more seriously now than 
at the start of their careers. 

“They are more careful, the 
doctors and trainers,’ Chicago 
Bears defensive tackle Anthony 
Adams said. “They’re better (at) 
watching for symptoms of what 
might be a concussion.” 

Still, concerns abound. 

One player voiced his feelings 
this way: “It worries me, because 
I have aspirations after the game 
to work. I’d like to be able to re- 


member everything. I feel like in 
some ways, my short-term memo- 
ry isn’t as good as it was, already. 
I don’t know if that’s from getting 
older. I don’t know. But you only 
get one brain, obviously.” 

The words of a grizzled veteran? 
No. That’s 26-year-old Colin All- 
red, a Titans linebacker midway 
through his second NFL season. 

Other players discussed the 
difficulties of determining when 
someone does, indeed, have a 
concussion and nervousness 
about accumulating multiple 
head injuries. 

“The unfortunate thing in our 
business, more times than not, 
is that either guys don’t know 
it or don’t let somebody know 
it and continually play through 
those kinds of situations, where 
it’s week after week, it’s hit after 
hit, where they’re not coming 
out of games and they never get 
healed,” said Arizona Cardinals 
quarterback Kurt Warner, who’s 
had two concussions in a 12-year 
NFL career. “And I think that’s 
probably — and I’m just guessing 
— where the biggest effects are 
down the road, is guys that may 
not have a record that they had 
10 concussions but probably had 
that or more so and just played 
right through it.” 

Several players said they re- 
fuse to allow themselves to con- 
template the dangers of their 
sport because it would become 
impossible to perform well while 
devoting any shred of thought to 
concussions. 

“You could easily die in a car,” 
New England Patriots tight end 
Benjamin Watson said, “but you 
don’t think about it, because 
you’re focused on what you’re 
doing.” 

There also is 
humor. 

One player joked about eating 
through a straw at age 45, and 
Dallas Cowboys linebacker Keith 
Brooking said: “I tend to use it 
as an excuse with my wife when 
I forget something. She tells me 
to do something, and (I say), ‘I’ve 
been hit in the head a lot, Baby. 
Sorry. I forgot.’” 

Cowboys backup quarterback 
Jon Kitna spoke in more serious 
terms. 

“T firmly believe you can be 
paralyzed on any play, and I be- 
lieve there’s going to come a time 
when somebody’s going to die on 
the field from a hit on the field. 
Because the game is getting so 
fast, the big guys are getting big- 
ger, and the little guys are getting 
littler, but the collisions are get- 
ting greater. That’s the scariest 
thing for me,” Kitna said. “What 
else are you going to do? Shut the 
game down?”

It's unanimous: Cards’ Pujols wins NL MVP

NEW YORK — Albert Pujols 
was unanimously voted National 
League MVP on Tuesday, be- 
coming the first player to repeat 
since Barry Bonds won four in a 
row from 2001-04. 

Pujols received all 32 first- 
place votes and 448 points in bal- 
loting announced by the Baseball 
Writers’ Association of America. 

It was the third MVP award 
for the St. Louis Cardinals star, 
who also won in 2005. He became 
the first unanimous MVP since 
Bonds in 2002. 

Pujols led the majors in home 
runs (47), runs (124), slugging 
percentage (.658) and intentional 
walks (44), and topped the NL in 
on-base percentage (.443). He was 
second in the league in doubles 
(45) and third in batting average 
(.327) and RBIs (135). 

He was especially danger- 
ous with the bases loaded, going 
10 for 17 with five grand slams, 
three doubles and 35 RBIs. 

Florida’s Hanley Ramirez, the 
NL batting champion, was second 
with 233 points, followed by Phil- 
adelphia’s Ryan Howard (217) 
and Milwaukee’s Prince Fielder 
(203), who tied Howard for the 
big league lead in RBIs. 

Pujols, who turns 30 in Janu- 
ary, joined Hall of Famer Al Sim- 
mons (11) as the only players with 
100 or more RBIs in each of their 
first nine seasons. 

Pujols became just the fourth 
player to win the NL MVP three 
times. Bonds won seven in the 
1990s and 2000s. Stan Musial 
(1940s), Roy Campanella (1950s) 
and Mike Schmidt (1980s) each 
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St. Louis Cardinals slugger 
Albert Pujols was the unanimous 
winner of the National League’s 
MVP award, his second straight 
and third overall.
